As a 
rule tliestraiglit lirdred and scant Ixuird- 
ed r.-ices today, like the North Aniericen 
Indians, pluck out their beards.

Polynesians get rid of their suiieriluous 
hair with chloride of lime, which they 
manufacture by burning coral. 
“ When tlui bronze age ;irrived razors 
were made of that material, which Inis 
since been superseded by temxjered steel. 
The latest razors are fire and electricity.
